Academic Achievement is measure of student performance on
the English Language Arts and Mathematics statewide
assessments in grades 3-8 and in grade 11.

English Language Proficiency (ELP)

The mean Student Growth Percentile (MGP) for the students who
are English Learners (ELs) in each school on English Language
Proficiency Exam.

Note: If a school does not have at least 11 students with two
years of scores on the exam, then this indicator is not included.

Equity

This indicator is designed to focus additional attention on the
growth of the lowest achieving students in each school. This
indicator encourages schools to ensure their lowest performing
students are making progress.

English Language Proficiency (ELP)

The mean Student Growth Percentile (MGP) for the students who
are English Learners (ELs) in each school on English Language
Proficiency Exam.

Note: If a school does not have at least 11 students with two
years of scores on the exam, then this indicator is not included.

College and Career-Readiness

This indicator is the percentage of 12 grade students meeting at
least two markers for career or college readiness. Example
readiness markers include; college courses, advanced placement
courses, career and technical education programs and
certifications, and armed forces vocational aptitude.
